Suppoſe 
that nature bring foorth a moſt goodlyand beautifull

arte isanaideand helpe tonature: ſothatone hauing 
thoſe good partes and abilities by natere before men- 
tioncd,yet notknowing them, he cannot{vie them to 
his bcnefite but by the meanesof skill and/iudgement,

to. Andalthough he may ſtrike right andgrofle blows

Y.1 will ſpeake mine opinion of theſe things which

But whenyou ſcethe naked blade or weapon,conſider 
that it meanes redreſle of wrong, iuſtice,and reuenge : 
and therefore it he be your freend thatwfl! needs fight 
with you, you mayerel| himthatyou haye giuen him 
no cauſe,nor offred any wrong,and if any other] haue 


- made any falſe report,& thathe is ro profic and iuſtifie 


it, that for your ſelfe, if by chaunce without your 
knowledge you haue offended him,that you arercady 
with reaſon to fatisfie himand make antendes. Bur if 


' they be matters thattouch yourhonour and that you 
beecompelled to accept of the combarzdoo the beſt 


you can when you haue your weapon itj your hand, 
and confiderthat fightes are dangerous,ahd you know 
not the minde and purpoſe of your encnjye,whome if 
you ſhould chaunce to ſpare, afterwardsþcraduenture 
he may kill youor put you in dager of your life, cfpect- 


ally whenyouvſe the mandritta or right blowes:| tor if 


he be cithera man skilfull at his weapon}, or fierce or 
furious,he may pcraduenture doo that tÞyou, which 
you would notdoo, (when you might) td him. Wher- 
fore if hee bee your friend goe nor withthim into the 
ficlde,butit you go, doe your beſt, becahſe it feemeth 
childiſhtoſaic, | willgo and fight,but I will ſpare and fa- 
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uour him. For if you were the valiaunteſt man in the 
world,and had no minde to doo him anie harme, yet 
whenyou ſeethe furie and malice of yourenemie,you 
ſhall be forced,as it were, to doo that you thought nor 
to doo, for which youmay peraduenture be forte, and 
diſquieted inmind as long as you liue,as well inrefpect 
of triendſhip,it you kill your friend, as for the puntſh- 
ment which the Jawes will inflict and laie vppon you, 
whether it bee lofle of goods, jmprifoment , or death. 
Andon the other {1de,it you be flaine or wounded, it is 
no excule for you to ſaie afterward, that you fauourcd 
him & did not ſo much as you might, for. in ſach a caſe 


cucrie man will thinke as he lift: ſo thatif your enemie. 


were the moſt cowardand bafe man thatmight bec,ycr

Tralians,the one of Padua,andthe othet of Vicenza, 

wrote acartell vnto the Spaniard, which was carried 
by him of Vicenza, who findingthe Spaniard ac- 
companied with'diuers Gentlemen, deliuered| him 
the cartell, which he receiued, Jayingth& hee would 
go to his Chamber and read it, wheretnto the Vi- 
centine replyed,that he ſhould readit erc hee depar- 
ted,and that it was a cartel. Whichthe Spaniard ha- 
uing readin preſence of the whole confpanye, asked 


orghe 


. the Vicentine whether he or his fellow would main- 


taine thecartell, to whome the Vicentihe anſwered, 


that 
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 thathee waspreſentto auouch it: wherewithall hee 


offered todraw toorth his{worde, and fo the Spani- 
ard and his companion accepted the combar againſt 
the two ltalians, of which matter the Emperour ha- 
uing aduertiſement, conceived diſpleaſure againſt 
the preſumption of the Spaniard, and fo, place of 
combate was prepared in preſence of many great 
perſonages: the combatters being entered the liſtes, 
oneof the Italians (who were both in their ſhirts one- 
ly) rent of the lefte ſleeve of his ſhitt, which the Spa- 
niard beholding,faide heeneeded nottake ſo muche 
paine,tor he meant to haue cutof his atmflecueand 
all: ro whom the Padouan replyed,that he meant to 
haue cut of the Spaniards head firſte, and therefore 
prepared his arme for the purpoſe, wherwithall th 
encountredall very furiouſlye,ſo that the Vicentine 
was firſt wounded, who crying out to his fellow that 
hewas hurt,the Padouan comforted him with hope 
of better ſucceſſe tocome, and began warely to keep 
his garde,butthe Spaniards preſuming on the vidto- 
rie, charged them ſo much the harder without re- 
garde, till at length the Padouan finding his time, 
with a reſolute ſtoccata ranne the one through the 
bodie,and with a ſodaineriuerſa, cut the othersneck 
almoſtquite in ſunder,and ſo they were both ſlaine 
together : I haue induced theſe examples for two 
cauſes,the one,for that many contemne this art, and 
makenoaccounttherof, andthe other becauſe there 
are ſome ſo inſolent,as they ſeek nothing but toſowe 
diſcenſjon between frendes and allies,' which if they 
werereſtrained,it might ſaue the liues of many men: 
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Uincentio Sauiolo hus Praftiſe.
